SATOLLI ON SALOONKEEPERS.

Text of the Derislon and the
Whiteh ' rovaked It
The declsion of Mgr. Satolll, apostalle dele-

gate, commending the exclusion of saloon

keepers from membership in  Catholle so-
cleties, has provoked considerable discussion

In Interested quarters.  To appreclate the im-

nortance of the declsion, It shonld be read

In connection with the eplscopal ruling on

which it Is buged.

During the last lecture season Ri. Rev.
John A. Watterson, bishop of Columbus, O,
ane of the ardent temperance reformers of
the Homan Catholie chureh addressed a lot-
ter to teh elergy of the diogese to be road be-
fore thelr several congrepations. In tho
course of the pastorinl letter, dealing with
the questlon of temperance, Bishop Watter-
aon sald:

“I herehy withdraw my approbation feom
any and every Catholle goclety or biranch or
division thereof In this dlocese that has n
lguor deuler or saloon keeper at its hond op
anywhere among Its oMeers, and T suspend
every such soclety itself from the rank and
privileges as n Catholic society until It geayes
Lo be so officered. 1 aganin publish the con-
dition, without which for some yoears I have
doclined to approve of new socictios or new
branches of old organizations in this diocese
—itumaely, That no one who Is engaged elther
as principal or agent in the manufacture or
sale of Intoxlcatnig lguors can be admitted
to memberahip. You win make thia rule
known to the organizations In your parlsh
and have It faithiially observed. It I8 sure,
however, to commend ltself to every right
apirited and healthy associntion of Catholic
gentlemen,

If thepe are saloonkecpers Iin your parlsh
‘who enll themselves Catholies and yet carry
on their businesa in a forbidden and dissdl-
fying way, or sell on Bundays, either openly
or under any sort of gulse or disguise, In
violation of ¢ivil law, and to the hurt of
order and religlon and the scandal of any
part of the community, ¥ou will refuse them
absolution, should they p'rehance eome to res
celve the sacraments, vulesy they promilye to
crase offending In these or other ways and
to conduet their business blamelessly If they
ecan, or get out of it and keep out of it alto-
gEether””

Too many of the people In the dlocess of
Columbus thought this attldude of Bishop
Wiatterson secmed areagant and unjust, and
one of the socleMbd Yhers lnld the mattor
formally before Mgr.
